* he caufet a Body of to advance towards Tivoli 
‘ani Monte Rotondo, in order to make the Enemy be- 
‘leve he intended to enter the Country by the Pafs of 
‘Son Germano. This Stratagem had the defiga’d Ef- 
* te& on the King of the Two Sicilies, the Duke of 
* Modena, and the Count de Gages, whoall agreed, it 
‘ would be moft Expedient to withdraw the Forces 
‘frow the Abruzzo, to defend the Terea di Lavoro ; 
‘ which Advice was immediately put in Execution. Up- 
‘ on this, Prince Lobkowitz coufed two Bridges to 
* thrown inftantly over the Tronto. In the Night,between 
* the 2¢th and 26th of laf Month, he caufed rooo Horfe 
‘ and Foor to pafs the River, and take Poft at Perra di 
‘ Colonella and Contrsguerra ; on the 26th a confidera- 
* ble Body of Troops paſſed to fupport thefe ; and the 
‘three following Days the whole Army pafs'd; fince 
* when, the Auftrian Hoffats, and other Irregular Troops, 
‘ have raifed immenfe Sums, by Way of Contribution, | 
‘in Abruzzo. The Count de Gages, on the 29th, de- 
‘ rached a great Body towards the Tronto, and prefied 
‘ his Sicilian Majefty, and the Duke of Modena, to ven- 
‘ture a Bartle” As this Account may be depended on, 
we very impatiently expect further Advices jfrom that 
Quarter, becaufe we perfuade ourfelves, it cannot be long 
betore we hear fomewhat that mult be decifive. 

Vienna, May g It is faid, that at the Requeft of two 
powerful Princes, a very moderate Plan of Peace has 
been propofed on the Pare of this Coerr, to his Imperial 
Majetty, which, if he does not accept, it 1s refolved to 
attack his Forces under the Cannon of Philipsburgh. Ir 
is as much wonder’d, that Colneri did not ftand the ex- 
traordinary, as that he bore, with fo much Conftancy, 
the ordinary Tor'ure; whereas he made an ample Con- 
f-ffon, as foon as the Inftruments were fhewn him. As 
foon as it was read to him, and he had figned ir, he 
fiid, 1 do not confefs through Fear, but becaufe my 
Denial would do be no good ; For to what End fhould 
I conceal thofe, who have accufed themfelves and me? 
About Thirty Perfons are actually in Cuftody for this 
Confpiracy, Twenty are fled, and Three haye made vo- 
luntary Informations. The Forces that are to be left in 
the Eleétorate of Bavaria, conlift of 35,022 Men, viz.
